In his annual message to the Legislature, Governor Wal- 
ter E. Edge urged that immediate steps be taken to modern- 
ize New Jersey’s system of highways.

“Our first great post-war public works program must be 
to relieve highway congestion, particularly in the metropoli- 
tan area of the State. While at one time the State highway 
system was a model for the Nation, in the last ten years con-

“New Jersey’s highways are sub- 
jected to an abnormal strain of 
north and south traffic. For ex- 
ample, Route 25, the busiest high- 
way in the world, is carrying an 
average of 60,000, cars daily in 
and around Newark, with peak 
loads of 102,000 vehicles, although 
originally it was designed for a 
maximum capacity of 36,000 cars 
daily. Such congestion must be 
relieved unless our economic pros- 
perity is to suffer. 

“All told more than one-third 
of our present 1,700 miles of State 
highways, which cost $350,000,000, 
arte now obsolete or in need of re- 
construction which it is estimated 
would cost $193,000,000 to com- 
plete. In addition, the Legislature 
has authorized the construction of 
616 miles of additional highways 
to complete the framework of our 
highway system, at an estimated 
cost of $312,000,000. Obviously, 
with such tremendous sums re- 
quired to modernize our highway 
system, any program must be 
viewed on the basis of long-range 
planning. 

Recommends Route 100 

“T am, accordingly, reeommend- 
ing a five-year highway construc- 
tion program, to be financed by 
annual appropriations in conjunc- 
tion with the expected $9,400,000

basis. I wish to make this very 


a long-term bond issue to finance 
these highway improvements, since 
the interest

formula you will always have a 
balanced budget. 

“As a first step in this program, 
J am recommending the construc- 
tion of Route 100 east of Route 25, 
from the Raritan River across the 
industrial areas and meadows to 
connect with the Lincoln Tunnel 
and the George Washington 
Bridge, in order that through 
traffic to and from New York can 
by-pass the congested industrial 
sections of Newark, Elizabeth, 
Linden, Rahway and New Bruns- 
wick, Final cost of Route 100 has 
been estimated by the Highway 
Department at $50,000,000, al- 
though parts can be put into ope- 
ration on a year-to-year basis at 
a far more modest figure. 


Urges Parkway Construction 

“The second major north-south 
arterial route would run west of 
Route 25 and would be limited to 
passenger vehicles. It would be- 
come the first major parkway de- 
velopment in the State. Like Route 
100, it would be built in sections 
to relieve congestion, but would 
ultimately connect with the New

Road Undermined 
In Stacy Park 


Department Forces Disclose 
Dangerous Condition Un- 
der Pavement 


A sizeable hole in the grass 
triangle in front of the War Me- 
morial Building in Stacy Park, 
Trenton, immediately developed 
during the first week of the new 
year. 

Prompt action by Department 
forces to determine its cause re- 
vealed that an extensive washout 
had occurred under the main high- 
way through the park and the 
street was immediately closed to 
traffic. 

While the surface of the road- 
way showed only a slight subsid- 
ence, exploratory measures re- 
vealed that only the actual paved 
portion of the roadway supported 
by steel reinforcing bars protect- 
ed traffic from falling into the 
yawning cavern created when the | 
subsoil under the pavement was 
washed away. 

The prompt discovery of this 
condition and the immediate clos- 
ing of the roadway averted all 
chances of a serious accident on 


The washout was caused by a 
break in a storm drain carrying 
water to an underground culvert 
known as Petty’s Run which flows 
through Stacy Park to an outfall 
in the Delaware River. Repair are 
being made jointly by State and 
city forces. 

The exploratory work which dis- 
closed the extent of the washout 
conducted by Foreman Joseph 
Vizzini and his Institutional Road 
Crew under the supervision of 
Construction Supt. M. A. Lanzara 
and Supt. of Maintenance Alex W. 


York Parkway System at the 
northernmost end of the State, 
probably along Route 6, and con- 
nect with Route 4 passing through 
Passaic, Essex and Union Counties 
west of Route 25. Somewhere in 
the neighborhood of Bound Brook 
the highway would be divided, with 
one branch going west of New 
Brunswick and along the line of 
Princeton to Trenton. The other 
section would connect with the sea- 
shore area and ultimately have its 
southern terminus at Cape May, 
thus providing a scenic parkway 
limited to passenger and pleasure | 
vehicles traversing the State from 
end to end. 


“Much of this parkway would 
make use of existing highway fa- 
cilities through their moderniza- 
tion and enlargement. Aside from 
funds to initiate these two major 
north-south routes, I will recom- 
mend in my Budget Message ap- 
propriations to improve some ex- 
isting highway facilities in critical 
areas of the State in order to pro- 
vide immediate relief and also a 
more liberal policy toward improv- 
ing so-called rural roads. This 
program is, in my judgment, one 
of the most important single pro- 
posals that I have the honor to 
make to this Legislature. I com- 
mend it to your earnest considera- 
tion.” }

STATE-WIDE PLANNING SURVEY 
OFFERS VALUABLE INFORMATION 
CONCERNING NEW JERSEY ROADS 


Results of Fact Finding Are Available to All Divisions of 
State Highway Department 


State Highway Commissioner 


If you have a query regarding a New Jersey road, or ad- 
jacent property, whether it be a State Highway or otherwise, 
the chances are that the State Wide Planning Survey will be 
able to supply the desired information with a minimum of 
delay. 

This office, located in the Newark Junction office build- 
ing, performs one of thet 
lesser known functions of the 
Highway Department, that of 
gathering valuable data for 
future construction. It was estab- 
lished in 1938 as a fact finding 


agency in cooperation with the 
Public Roads Administration of

This act, in addition to providing 
financial assistance for secondary 
road development, also provided 
that “not to exceed 1% per centum 
of the amount apportioned for any 
year to any State... may be used 
for surveys, plans and engineering 
investigations for future construc- 
tion in such State either on 
Federal-aid highway system... 
on secondary or feeder roads.” 
Subsequent Federal legislation has 
provided for the continuation of 
the Planning Survey on the same 
basis. 

Extensive Surveys Made 


The work of the Planning 
Survey is divided into three gen- 
eral phases, namely: 


ivey it was necessary to secure a 
complete physical inventory of all 
roads in the State. This meant that 
every mile of highway in rural 
areas which was open to travel by 
automobile was covered by inven- 
tory parties in cars equipped with 
special odometers for measuring 
distances. 


All physical characteristics were 
noted, including length, width, 
type and condition of improve- 
ment, bridges over five feet, ad- 
jacent property improvements 
such homes, factories, business es- 
tablishments, churches, airports, 
parks and recreational centers, etc. 
This survey was also carried into 
urban areas on all through and
